WILMINGTON - The win- 
ter of 2015 has not been a 
good one at the 333-year- 
old Butters farmhouse on 
Chestnut, Street.

Hooper said that the roof 
is not well-supported. The 
beams, he said, were set 
about four or five feet 
apart. Some looked like 
they were simply old trees, 
others were re-used mate- 
rial. He described the 
house as having been built 
by farmers, not craftsmen. 

Hooper said that the roof 
area has been covered with 
a tarp. He said, though, 
that shoring up the struc- 
ture would be difficult, if 
not dangerous, as there is 
no supporting structure 
below. Adding to the prob- 
lem is the matter of rotting 
wood. 

The house was built in 
1682 by William Butters, 
the first white person born 
in what is now Wilmington.

WILMINGTON - 
Wilmington has_ recently 
been approached by the New 
Jersey-base Where Angels 
Play Foundation, who

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Tsarnaev friend says he gave him gun before marathon bombing 


BOSTON (AP) — A close 
friend of Boston Marathon 
bomber Dzhokhar Tsarnaev 
told a jury that Tsarnaev 
borrowed a gun from him 
two months before the 2013 
attack and the killing days 
later of a police officer. 

Prosecutors have identified 
the Ruger handgun as the 
weapon used to _ Kill 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology Police Officer 
Sean Collier. 

Stephen Silva testified 
Tuesday at Tsarnaev's feder- 
al death penalty trial that 
after Tsarnaev borrowed the 
gun, he repeatedly asked 
him to return it, but 
Tsarnaev "kept coming up 
with excuses" for not bring- 
ing it back. 

Silva, 7A described 
Tsarnaev as a friend he had 
known since the eighth 
grade. He has a plea agree- 

“ment with prosecutors that 

- he hopes will help him get a 
reduced sentence on drug 
and gun charges. 

Three people were killed 
and more than 260 were 
- wounded when two bombs 
exploded near the marathon 


finish line on April 15, 2013. 

During opening statements, 
Tsarnaev's lawyer admitted 
he participated in the bomb- 
ings, but said his older broth- 
er, Tamerlan, was the mas- 
termind. His lawyer said it 
was Tamerlan who used the 
gun to shoot Collier. 

During cross-examination 
of Silva, Tsarnaev's lawyer 
suggested again that 
Tamerlan was a domineer- 
ing older brother who had a 
powerful influence over 
Dzhokhar. Attorney Miriam 
Conrad asked Silva if he 
knew why Dzhokhar had 
never introduced him to his 
brother. 

"Yes," replied Silva. "He 
said his brother was very 
strict .... very opinionated, 
and that since I wasn't a 
Muslim, you know, he might 
give me a little (expletive) 
for that." 

Tamerlan Tsarnaev died 
following a shootout with 
police. Dzhokhar, who was 
making his escape, ran over 
his brother as three police 
officers were trying to hand- 
cuff Tamerlan on _ the 
ground. 


Dzhokhar Tsarnaev was 
found hours later, hiding in 
boat parked in a Watertown 
backyard. On Tuesday, boat 
owner David Henneberry 
described how he discovered 
a wounded and bloodied 
Tsarnaev. 

Henneberry said that on 
April 19, 2013, he looked out- 
side and noticed that the 
shrink wrap on his boat 
looked loose. When he looked 
inside, he noticed blood. 

"] just kept fixating on this 
blood ... my eyes looked on 
the other side of the boat and 
that's when I saw a body on 
the boat," Henneberry said. 
It was Tsarnaev, lying on his 
side. 

Also Tuesday, authorities 
released the 28-page ques- 
tionnaire given to potential 
jurors asking about their 
connections to the bombings, 
their media habits and reli- 
gion. Jurors were asked if 
they knew anyone from 
Chechnya or Dagestan, 
where the Tsarnaevs came 
from. More than 1,300 poten- 
tial jurors received the ques- 
tionnaires in January. 


Police describe gun battle

lar to those used near the marathon finish 
line that killed 3 people and injured more 
than 260 others, the officers testified. 

Joseph Reynolds, the first officer at the 
scene, said he "locked eyes" with the SUV 
driver, who was later identified as 
Tamerlan. Reynolds said Tamerlan got out 
of the car and began firing at him. 

He saw a wick and a lighter and then 
watched as an object flew through the air, 
landed in the street and exploded, he said, 
shaking him. 

"T could feel all the debris landing on top of 
me," he said. ° 

Sgt. Jeffrey Pugliese said he cut through 
backyards to get closer to the bombers, and 
he eventually could see their feet illuminat- 
ed by car headlights. He said he aimed at 
the ground near their feet in the hope that 
the bullets would ricochet into their ankles. 

But Tamerlan saw him and came charging 
up the street, firing at him, said Pugliese, 
who fired back.

John Elia had a large pres- 
ence in a small town. 

Elia’s Country Store in 
North Wilmington has been 
a Wilmington institution for 
many years. When the the 
Elias bought the store from 
Rodney Buck in 1956, John 
and Mike ran the store 
together. 

They had grown up in a 
small grocery store, Elia’s 
Busy Corner at West and 
Lowell streets. Their father, 
who came from Albania, 
started out with a pushcart, 
selling hananas. 

John was in the class of 
1947 at Wilmington High 
School. The yearbook said

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with Marathon bombers. 


The two men came face to face, with only 
6 to 8 feet separating them, Pugliese said. 
But Tamerlan had a problem with his pistol, 
the officer said. 

"He kind of looked at his gun. He looked at 
me. We looked at each other," Pugliese said. 
"T think out of frustration, he threw his gun 
at me." 

Pugliese said he tackled Tamerlan, who 
struggled as three officers tried to handcuff 
him, even though he was wounded and 
bleeding. 

That's when they saw the stolen car speed- 
ing toward them with Dzhokhar behind the 
wheel, Pugliese said. 

Dzhokhar ran over his brother and 
dragged his body 25 to 30 feet, Pugliese said. 
Tamerlan Tsarnaev died of gunshot wounds 
and the injuries he suffered when he was hit 
by the car. 

After a massive manhunt and door-to-door 
search, Dzhokhar was found hiding in a boat 
parked in a backyard in Watertown. The 


owner of the boat is expected to testi 
Tuesday. ns 

The boat was brought to a location in South 
Boston so the jury could see it. The 
Associated Press was one of two: news 
organizations and three courtroom sketch 
artists allowed to see the boat and provide 
pool coverage for the media. 

The 18 jurors walked around the outside ‘of 
the boat and peered inside, while Tsarnaev, 
flanked by three attorneys and U.S. mar- 
shals, watched impassively from a table 
about 50 feet away. 

The red and white boat is covered’ with 
more than 100 bullet holes marked individu- 
ally with small pieces of white evidence 
tape. Inside the boat, the note Tsarriaev 
wrote denouncing the U.S. for its wars in 
Muslim countries was visible. The note, 
written in pencil, was speckled with ol 
holes and stained with blood. 


he was known for his inquis- 
itiveness, an accurate 
description. He graduated 
from Boston University with 
a degree in business and 
went into the U.S. Navy as a 
lieutenant during the 
Korean Conflict. 

When John came home 
from the Navy, the brothers 
bought Buck Bros. store in 
North Wilmington. In the 
first 100 years of that busi- 
ness, there had only been 
two families owning the 
store, the Carters and the 
Bucks. The Elias have now 
owned it for nearly 60. 
Somewhat ironically, in the 
1947 yearbook, Richard 
Irving Buck’s ambition was 
to be president of Buck Bros. 
store. But nine years later, it 
was the Elia brothers who 
owned it. 

That store became the 
base of operations as they 
moved into real estate and 
ski retailing. They built a 
block of stores across the 
street, starting with a new 
post office for North 
Wilmington. In the 1960s, 
they took up skiing, and 
soon were selling skis out of 
the grocery store. 


When the post office 
closed, they opened Ski 
Haus in that space, and 
John was seen less often in 
the grocery store. John later 
built a much larger store on 
Lowell Street, near the cor- 
ner where he grew up. He 
eventually built Ski Haus 
into a chain of five stores in 
two states before selling the 
business. 

John had a very relaxed 
manner of running the store. 
If you gave him a bill, he’d 
pull out the checkbook from 
a pile of papers and write a 
check, without bothering to 
record it. The checks never 
bounced. In the early years 
of the grocery store, he 
would use a piece of wrap- 
ping paper to write the copy 
for the advertisements in 
the Town Crier. Every 
spring, he would buy flats of 
plants to sell in front of the 
store. He would go out and 
water and pick over the 
plants, offering growing tips 
to gardeners as if he had 
raised the plants himself. 

Even his driving was 
relaxed. His car could often 
be found parked in a cock- 
eyed manner, maybe next to

the store or across the 
street. He would just’ aim it 
and park. 

John and Marge bought 
the old Pearson Tavern ‘on j 
Salem Street, and had extén- 
sive restoration work done. 
They nearly lost the house'to 
fire in the mid-60s.

In the grocery store? in’ Ski 
Haus and in his real estate, 
John gave a start to‘ many 
generations of young people 
in town. For decades, he pre-

The store is in a new build- 
ing now, behind the. still- 
standing hundred-year . old 
store that Rodney Buck sold 
to John and Mike.

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Call 911 for an overdose 


Good Samaritan law, Narcan can save lives 


WILMINGTON - Massachusetts is 
one of 14 states and The District of 
Columbia that has a 911 Good 
Samaritan Law. On August 2, 2012 the 
911 Good Samaritan law was passed 
along with laws expanding ‘prescrib- 
ing and administration of Naloxone 
(Narcan), a medication used to 
reverse an opioid overdose. 

In order to encourage people to call 
911 during an overdose, this law pro- 
tects people from prosecution for 
possession of controlled substances 
when calling 911 in the event of a 
medical emergency. This can help 
save lives and give people who use 
opioids a chance to get help for their 
addiction. The chance of surviving 
an overdose depends greatly on how 
fast one receives medical assistance. 
However, the fear of involvement 
with law enforcement makes many 


people afraid to call 911. 

This Good Samaritan Law will not 
interfere with law enforcement 
securing the scene at an overdose. It 
does not prevent prosecution for sell- 


ing drugs, trafficking drugs or out- . 


standing warrants and will not inter- 
fere with police questioning. It does 
protect people from being arrested 
for possession of a controlled sub- 
stance. 

During an opioid overdose a person 
becomes unconscious and unrespon- 
sive. They will not respond to being 
called or a sternal rub. They may 
also begin to turn blue from a lack of 
oxygen or make snoring or gurgling 
sounds. If you see these symptoms, 
we urge you to call 911 immediately 
and perform rescue breathing. Also 
learn about the medication naloxone 
and how it reverses an opioid over- 


dose. 

If you or anyone you know needs 
support, every chapter of Learn to 
Cope www.learn2cope.org holds 
weekly meetings run by experienced 
facilitators. These meetings offer 
support, education, resources, 
Naloxone (Narcan) trainings and 
most importantly HOPE for recoy- 
ery. All meetings begin at 7:00pm 
and are held weekly in various loca- 
tions throughout the State. There is 
one on Tuesdays at the Tewksbury 
Memorial High School, 320 Pleasant 
Street and on Wednesdays in Lowell 
at the Lowell General Hospital Saints 
Campus; 1 Hospital Drive.

= records law. Their call to action coincides with a national 
- celebration of open government known as Sunshine Week, 
- from March 15-21. 
“.. = The state public records law is supposed to grant the 
«= public the right to access information about government 
» operations from the executive branch and municipalities, 
“subject to certain exemptions, such as to protect personal 
. privacy. MassFOIA contends that the law is weak and 
*meeds updating for the digital age, having not been sub- 
stantially amended since 1973. 
Rep. Peter Kocot-(D-Northampton) and Sen. Jason M. 
Lewis (D-Winchester) filed bills in both the House (HD 
1190) and Senate (SD 1235) that aim to reform the public 
records law by eliminating technological and administra-

tive barriers to its enforcement. Key provisions would: 


update the law to reflect advances in technology, require 
state agencies to have a “point person” to handle records 
requests, rationalize fees for obtaining public records by 
having them reflect actual costs, and provide attorneys’ 
fees when agencies unlawfully block access to public infor- 
mation. 

“Our public records law is broken,” said Carol Rose, 
executive director of the ACLU of Massachusetts, a found- 
ing member of MassFOIA. “Journalists, concerned citi- 
zens and others with a need to know how our government 
is working often can’t get the information they have a right 

* to because of excessive fees, long delays, or obstruction of 
‘one kind or another. The public records law hasn’t been 
» substantially updated since 1973 — now it’s time to bring it 
- into the 21st century.”

he other day when 

my fiancé was 

spring cleaning she 
stumbled upon an old set 
of encyclopedias. 
Realizing that she didn’t 
have space to store them, 
and that they were virtual- 
ly useless today with the 
evolution of the internet, 
shejsadly packed them up 
to donate to a book store. 

What do. encyclopedias 
have to do with elephants? 
While part of me wants to 
jump for joy over the 
Ringling Bros. decision to 
stop using elephants in 
their shows after over 150 
years, the better part of me hangs my head in despair. 

Make no mistake, the Ringling Bros. may have been 
pressured into their decision, but this step was taken 
because they made the decision to do the right thing. 
They were not forced, they were not told to do so by any 
laws 

Which brings me back to the encyclopedias. 
Remember going to the library to search through books 
for hours to-come up with little information? Today, 
information is at our fingertips. We don’t even have to 
change out of our pajamas to do our work. We get it 
done in a fraction of the time compared to 20 veers ago. 
We have advanced light years. 

Then why it when it comes to basic humanity are still 
living in 1800’s? LITERALLY?? 

Everyone is applauding Ringling Bros. decision. 
Because we have compassion. Because we do not want 
to see suffering. Because we know it was the right thing 
to do. 

Now is the time to make decisions like Ringling Bros. 
made, mandatory. It is up to us to be the voice for those 
who can’t speak, and to make sure that it. doesn’t take 
another 150 years. 

Let’s hope that the right thing will also be done in our 
own backyard. 

The Topsfield Fair has been inviting the Commerford 
family’s elephants to the fair for many years.

The bullhook is a tool used to control elephants: An ele- 
phant’s skin is so delicate that it can feel the pain of an 
insect bite. A bullhook is used inflict pain - how else

would a 180 pound man be 
able to control a 9,000- 
16,000lb animal? The hook 
is used in tender spots of 
the elephants, _ ears, 
mouth, anus, feet, and 
under their chins. As 
babies, elephants are beat- 
en and tied down to break 
their spirit. During per- 
formances, trainers stand 
on the side with bullhooks 
to remind elephants of the 
consequences if they do 
not perform. Just recent- 
ly, Los Angeles unani- 
mously voted to ban bull- 
hooks. 

The USDA has cited the 
itil on numerous occasions due to incidents that have 
occurred as a result of the cruel manner of training, 
including injuries to children. Many of the animals are 
also sick, forced to travel year round, and live in inhu- 
man conditions. 

Legislation is currently pending in Massachusetts 
which would prohibit the use of bullhooks and chains on 
elephants performing in Massachusetts (S. 1626). In 2014 
the bill was sent to a “study”, and nothing has happened 
since. One expert, Scott Blais, co-founder and CEO of 
Global Sanctuary for Elephants provided compelling tes- 
timony calling these methods sadistic, barbaric, and 
abusive. He also testified that “there is no way for me to 
truly convey the intensity, the depth of fear, the echoing, 
hollow, empty sound of their screams, these are the 
sounds of complete despair.”

Semi-finalist in “Mars One” exploration project 


f all goes as he hopes,

"I feel I have a very good 
chance to be in the final 24," 
said the software engineer 
and father of five. "The 
selection team will be look- 
ing for people who form 
together and work efficient- 
ly as a high performance 
team. That has been the 
focus of my professional 
experience and my personal 
experience.” 

The mission is a project 
known as Mars One. It was 
co-founded by the Dutch 
entrepreneurs Bas Lansdorp 
and Arno Wielders. The goal 
is to create a self-sustaining 
colony on Mars by sending 
small groups of astronauts 
starting in 2024, never to 
return. 

Degen-Portnoy recently 
agreed to an interview with 
the Town Crier partner 
newspaper the Stoneham 
Independent to discuss the 
project and the prospect of 
life on the red plant. 

Stoneham Independent: 
Did you wife suggest or 
encourage this? 

Degen-Portnoy: 
(Laughing) No, my wife did 
not suggest or encourage 
this. However, she has been 
very supportive and enthusi- 
astic. 

Stoneham Independent: 
And how does she feel about 
the prospect of having you 
spend your remaining days 
amongst women astronaut- 
colonists, projected to com- 
prise half of the crew? 

Degen-Portnoy: She is 
not concerned. I have no 
interest in starting another 
family. It will be a very long 
time before the project .is 
ready for the colonists to 
start having children. 

Stoneham Independent: 


How do your children feel 
about all of this? 

Degen-Portnoy: My 
youngest two (ages 8 and 12) 
have the most difficult time 
with it. I let them know that 
I will never stop being their 
daddy. And we still have 9 
years to slowly adjust.” 

Stoneham Independent: 
How would your family 
make ends meet in your 
absence? 

Degen-Portnoy: My 
understanding is that if 
selected as one of the 24, I 
will be an employee of Mars 
One and will have a suffi- 
cient salary to support my 
wife and family. I will not 
forsake that obligation. 

Stoneham Independent: 
Does it coneern you that the 
CEO of Mars One 
(Lansdorp) ‘is. not planning 
on making the trip. 

Degen-Portnoy: I agree 
with the explanation that he 
provided. He is an entrepre- 
neur; he envisioned the proj- 
ect. That does not mean that 
he is one of the best people 
to go. It actually gives me 
more confidence in the suc- 
cess of the project. 

Stoneham Independent: 
It has been rumored that the 
final cuts will,be determined 
by an internationally broad- 
cast reality show. Does that 
concern you? (The project 
has been linked with produc- 
ers of the TV series Big 
Brother.) 


Degen-Portnoy: That 


relationship (with the Big 
Brother series) has been 
terminated. It will be a doc- 
umentary. There will be 
human drama, and the view-

From January 2014 
through October 2014 the 
Committee conducted seven 
meetings, three Public 
Design Workshops attract- 
ing over 100 participants, 
and conducted community 
input surveys on the emerg- 
ing design with over 900 sur- 
veys completed. 

The Committee consid- 
ered, reviewed and revised 
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Memorial playground 


six different designs, with 
various layouts, park ele- 
ments, and cost estimates. 
The cost for construction is 
currently estimated at $4.5 
million. 

The varied components 
planned for the Yentile 
Farm Recreational Facility 
includes a 36,000 square foot 
Central Green, a 12,000 
square foot Basketball and 
Street Hockey area, a build- 
ing and plaza area, which 
would include restrooms and 
concession stands, with a 900 
square foot building area 
and a 450 square foot shade 
area, an 8,000 square foot 
picnic and games area, a 
perimeter path and wet- 
lands area, a sidewalk con- 
nection, a 115,000 square foot 
multi-purpose field, parking, 
and a 10,000 square foot 
playground. 

Assistant Town Manager, 
Kendra Amaral told the 
Crier that The Yentile Farm 
Committee would need to 
schedule a meeting with the 
organization to discuss 
plans to see if their project 
could be incorporated into 
the current Yentile Farm 
Plan. 


Butters Farm partial roof collapse 
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men of the new town of 
Wilmington on March 2, 
1731. His father, Will 
Butter, had settled nearby 
about 1665 and is believed 
to have been the first white 


settler in what is now. 


Wilmington. His house, 
which stood near the pres- 
ent corner of Chestnut 
Street and Mill Road, has 
long since disappeared. 

“The farmhouse is the 
ancestral home to the 
Butters family, and there 
are many descendants liv- 
ing in Wilmington today. 
Nearby is the Samuel 


Butters house, built in 1712 
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by the son of William 
Butters. A short distance 
away is a street named 
Butters Row. An ancient 
map of the area shows 
Butters houses throughout 
that part of town. 

The area where Will 
Butter settled was known 
as the “Boggy Meadow” 
area of Woburn. It later 
became known as the 
“Garden of Eden,” so 
named for the profusion of 
unusual plants found there. 
A particularly nice apple 
was found there and trans- 
planted near the Butters 
farmhouse. That “Butters 
apple” subsequently 
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became known as the 
Baldwin apple. There is a 
stone monument near the 
farmhouse, the Baldwin 
Apple Monument, marking 
the site of the original 
Baldwin apple tree. 

The area had remained 
as farmland until about 10 
years ago. When a subdivi- 
sion was built behind the 
farmhouse, the town was 
able to purchase the build- 
ing in October 2006. About 
three years later, structur- 
al work was done to 
replace the sills of the 
house, but funds have not 
been available to work on 
the roof structure. 
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A partial roof collapse at the town-owned Butters Farm resulted from the harsh winter and 
heavy snow load that fell this year. 


The long-term plan for 
the house was for the town 
to fix it up and then sell it, 
with deed covenants to 
preserve it as a historic 
site. There is a warrant 
article in the 2015 town 
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meeting to declare the 
farmhouse as_ surplus 
property, which would 
allow the town to sell it.

“Every game we were the 
underdog in,” said Falter, 
who ‘finished the four play- 
offs with nine shots on net.

Defeating Malden Catholic 
for the title made the victory 
all the sweeter for the 
Eagles. 

“We were going nuts,” 
Falter said. “We hadn’t beat 
MC in four years. Getting to 
beat them now was just a 
huge eye-opener. It was awe- 
some.” 

The victory capped off an 
incredible run for Falter in 
his first year with the St. 
John’s team. The Eagles fin- 
ished 18-5-1 overall, with a 
league record of only 3-4-1.

difference in the community

WILMINGTON- Macy 
Doucette will not stop. 

A freshman at Wilmington 
High School, Doucette prob- 
ably could have been forgiv- 
en for slowing things down 
after receiving a diagnosis 
for juvenile arthritis more 
than three years ago. But 
instead of being knocked 
down by it, Macy has turned 
her energies towards help- 
ing others. 

Along with her mother, 
Shelly, Macy has created a 
charity group called Team 
Macy, devoted to making 
contributions to the Arthritis 
Foundation. One of their pri- 
mary concerns is the annual 
Arthritis Walk, a 5K event 
held in September. In their 
first year, Team Macy 
brought more people than 
any other team, with 65 par- 
ticipants, and raised around 
$4,000. 

“T think local people really 
want to be able to help some- 
one local,” Macy said. “I 
know there are more kids 
- who have arthritis and peo- 
ple want to show their sup- 


port.” 
In the years since her own 
diagnosis, Doucette has 


found herself having to cut 
back on the number of 
sports she used to enjoy. 
Last year proved to be her 
final year with soccer, a loss 
that was nearly devastating. 
'. “It was one of the hardest 
things in my life to stop 
playing soccer,” she said. “I 


love sports and not being 
able to play really hurt.” 

“I had eleven years of her 
as a healthy kid,” said 
Macy’s mother, Shelly, “and 
the change I’ve seen since 
them has been dramatic.” 

Shelly described some of 
the early days after Macy’s 
diagnosis, during which 
Macy was subject to multi- 
ple injections per week and 
was taking around 86 differ- 
ent pills per week. 

But Macy has persevered 
and found ways to continue 
doing what she loves even 
after her diagnosis. She con- 
tinues to work with 
TOPSoccer, a local program 
for special needs children. 
Even as her own athletic 
career has been hit by her 
diagnosis, Macy continues to 
remain a part of the athletic 
world and share that enthu- 
siasm with others. 

“T really liked helping the 
kids and everything,” she 
said. “Sometimes I can’t go 
because my joints will hurt 
and I can’t run around with 
them, and some of the kids 
really need you to be run- 
ning around a lot.” 

Macy had been involved 
with TOPS before her diag- 
nosis, but even after learn- 
ing of her illness she contin- 
ued to show up and coach. 
This dedication is partly 
what inspired the organiza- 
tion to name Macy “Buddy 
of the Year” at an official 
awards ceremony held two 
weeks ago. 

“She would still commit, 
even with her many ail- 


ments and setbacks,” said 
Caryn Goulet, a member of 
the local youth soccer board 
and longtime TOPS adminis- 
trator. “It became a distin- 
guishing feature for her, that 
even with her own ailments 
she would not let that set her 
back. When she came to 
TOPS, she viewed herself as 
being lucky enough to be 
able to help these kids.” 

“I was surprised at first, 
and I didn’t really think I 
deserved it,” Macy said. 
“But it was pretty amazing.” 

Shelly added that TOPS 
has been very beneficial to 
Macy for so many reasons. 

“TOPS affords her the 
opportunity to stay involved 
with sports, even if it’s at a 
noncompetitive level,” 
Shelly said. “It was good 
because it showed her that 
she could still do things, 
even if she limits and maybe 
couldn’t do what other kids 
can. She can still make a dif- 
ference.” 

Macy continues to make a 
difference away from the 
field. While her athletic 
career has been halted, she 
has refocused her energies 
on performance art, includ- 
ing joining one of the high 
school’s a cappella teams 
and participating in a num- 
ber of plays as both actress 
and crew member. 

And she and Shelly contin- 
ue to work tirelessly to pro- 
mote awareness of, and sup- 
port for, arthritis research 
and treatment. 

“It is something that is 
real, it is there, and it just

doesn’t get the same amount 
of attention,” Shelly said. 
“One of the biggest things 
with arthritis is that we are 
so lucky to be living in this 
area with so many great 
doctors. There are people 
who have to take a week off 
work, get on a plane, spend 
a week in a hotel just so they 
can get their kids their 
treatment. 

“Raising money for the 
foundation allows the foun- 
dation to create special pro- 
grams for medical students 
so they can expand the num- 
ber of doctors available 
throughout the country.” 

Team Macy is currently 
recruiting people for this 
year’s walk. The team’s 
donation and sign-up page 
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can be easily reached 
through their Facebook 
page, which can be found by 
simply searching for “Team 
Macy” on Facebook. 

Along with the walk, Team 
Macy is teaming up with 
TOPS for this year’s $10,000 
giveaway. Tickets will be on 
sale soon, with a contest 
winner decided in October.

Can town really get money for nothing?

The band Dire Straits once wrote a song 
called “Money For Nothing” in 1985. 30 years 
later the Town of Winchester could literally get 
that exact thing. 

Many, if not all, communities in 
Massachusetts continue to struggle financially. 
In order to close budget gaps or pay for capital 
projects, towns and cities have to ask residents 
to pay more in property taxes. Therefore, any 
time that increase can be offset somewhat, it’s 
almost impossible to say no. 

- Usually, a community gets money back by 
selling a piece of land to a developer. Rarely 
does someone buy a piece of land with the 
express purpose not to develop. That’s exactly 
what’s happening in Winchester, though, with 
land adjacent to the Wright-Locke Farm in the 
western part of town. 

Three bidders have expressed interest in 
purchasing the land - 12.5 acres; however, one 
actually wants to buy the land for preserva- 
tion. The Wright-Locke Farm Land Trust made 
a $7.3M bid to keep the 12.5 acres as open 
space. Thanks to 490 donors (80 of whom 
signed pledge agreements that president of the 
Land- Trust Tom Howley said they would 
enforce) and a $1M loan, the group was able to 
raise what they felt was a fair amount of 
money. They valued the land at $7M. 

To be fair to the other two bidders, they 
aren't proposing to build high-rise casinos; in 
fact, their bids are fairly low density compared 
to a previous development offer that the town 


signed off on back in 2008. It’s just that what 
they’re proposing is a development. 

All three bidders are offering relatively the 
same amount of money (Helios Construction 
Corporation offered slightly less while Five 
Points Development had an option that would 
pay the town slightly more). All three 
expressed interest in preserving the farm’s 
beauty. The two bidders who want to develop 
mentioned keeping as much open space as pos- 
sible and making the development appear nat- 
ural, like it was always there. 

Therefore, the only real difference among 
the three bids is what’s going to be on the land 
- something or nothing. Does Winchester truly 
want its money for nothing? 


No taxation only beautification 


If there’s one problem with the Land Trust 
bid it’s that no development means no taxable 
property, which means no additional revenue 
for the town. It also means no money goes into 
the Board of Selectmen’s affordable housing 
fund. 

So, what does the town get instead? It gets 
to keep the farm as it is and still gets $7.3M. 

“We want to preserve the farm’s beauty and 
repay a portion of the money owed to the 
town,” Howley said. 

He continued: “We believe that in a fully 
built out. community such as Winchester, we 
should protect our remaining open space and 
focus future residential development in the

“Town officials are 
undertaking an initiative 
that would help off-set elec- 
tricity costs that are expect- 
ed to spike in the next few 
years,” notes the 
Burliington edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“The town of Burlington 
purchases electricity out- 
side of NStar in an effort to 
not take on standard cost 
rates, while working via 
contract through a third 
party - TransCanada - on a 
bid process, but the contract 
is set to expire in December 
2016. 

“Town Administrator 
John Petrin revealed some 
changes that are coming 
with the electricity costs a 
little while after the con- 
tract expires. He cited 
capacity costs, which are 
utilized to recover costs 
associated with the power 
production and fuel based at 
capacity at one point and 
time. 

“Once a year, they take 
our major buildings (eight 
in Burlington - high school, 
middle school, human serv- 
ices building, etc.) and see 
how much electricity is 
being used at that one point, 
and that determines your 


demand charge of how 
much electricity = your 
the days listed above.

OUT FIELD, IN FIELD, HOME RUN 
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capacity could be year 
round, explained Petrin, 
affirming the town is going 
to start seeing increases in 
its electricity bill because of 
that (capacity valuation) 
change anticipated to take 
place in June 2017, which 
will see annual electricity 
costs reach up to $464,000 
and even more thereafter. 
“There is an alternative 
to this high-priced dilemma, 
says Petrin, and it is direct- 
ly tied to the realm of solar 


energy. 
“Petrin informed the 
Board of Selectmen that the 


best way to off-set the cost 
is for the town to partner 
with a private sector corpo- 
ration who can produce 
solar energy by ‘net meter- 
ing credits’ from them. He 
declared that it would take 
7,000,000 kilowatts of ‘net 
metering credits’ to meet 
the $464,000 price tag... 

“The next step is to set up 
additional meetings with 
large private corporations 
in town who have large 
parking lots and figure out 
the most appropriate place 
for the solar parking 
canopies. The canopies are 
strategically designed so it 
gets in the way of nothing, 
including the biggest of 
snow plows. 

“Petrin confirmed the 
Planning Board will have to 
review this initiative as part 
of a site plan amendment 
process.

looking for a large build-out. 
‘Helios Construction 
Corporation wants to turn the 
‘land adjacent to the farm into 
a 55:and-over community, aka 
‘an Active Senior Living 
Community. Architect Erik 
Rhodin thinks the 12.5 acres 


would be perfect. 

One of the benefits to this 
type of development involves 
having no increase to the 
number of children who would 
be attending school in town. In 
a 55-and-over community, no 
one under the age of 18 can be 
a permanent resident. 

Therefore, for $7.04M the 
town can get a 44 unit develop- 
ment that would, as Rhodin 
claimed, helped bridge the 
gap between revenue and 
preservation. 

“This plan can preserve the 
high quality of open space,” 
Rhodin said. 

His plan gives the town 
about as much money as the 
Land Trust plan with a moder- 
ately sized development that 
won’t bring any additional 
children into the school sys- 
tem and offers 44 units of tax- 
able property. Plus, as an 
Active Senior Community it 
allows elder residents to stay 
in town and contribute to its 
growth. 

Rhodin said that in the 
next five years the national 
growth trend of people aging 
above the age of 55 will grow 
12 percent, from 87 million to 
92 million. These people need 
a place to live. They want to 
live in the community, support 
the economy and pay their 
taxes, Rhodin believed. 

Though there’s no such 
thing as a perfect plan, this 
one seems to give the town 
most of what it wants. A 44 
unit development is listed as 
advantageous in the RFP 
under the preferred number of 
units category, a 55-and-over 
community brings in no addi- 
tion school children, and 
$7.04M is about half what the 
town paid for the land back in 
2007 (and in line with what 
other bidders offered). 

Yes, this plan does take 
away some open space, but it 
offers taxable property 
(potentially $500,000 per year) 
and upwards of $2M for afford- 
able housing.

The other bidder who 
wants to develop, Craig Miller 
of Five Points Development, 
has one advantage over the 
previous bidder: he’s been a 
resident of Winchester for 20 
years and his seven-year old 
daughter attends many of the 
farm’s educational programs. 
Unfortunately, he offered the 
board so many choices and 
seemed to overvalue a piece of 
land that the town asked 
developers to offer the Wright- 
Locke Farm Conservancy that 
if this were the Bachelor he 
might not get a rose. 

Working in his favor is the 
idea that he’s comfortable 
walking away if the town does- 
n’t want to develop.

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“I’m here if the town wants 
to develop. I’m not pushing for 
development. I only want to do 
the project if you do,” Miller 
remarked. 

If the town chooses devel- 
opment, Miller offered the 
board six choices. All six, he 
said, gave him the same 
return on investment. When 
asked, he said he couldn’t pick 
a preferred option and instead 
left it up to the board to 
decide. 

The options ranged in price 
from $4.65M to $9.1M and from 
26 total units to 52 total units. 
Each option pushes the build- 
ings as far out of sight as pos- 
sible on the outlying parts of 
the available land, protects 
the meadow and the connec- 
tion of the farm to Whipple 
Hill, and surgically inserts the 
homes into the hillside, pre- 
serving the trails so it looks 
like the homes have been 
there for 100 years. 

Eventually, the board 
chose to eliminate the two 
cheapest options and the most 
dense option. They settled on 
three options offering advan- 
tageous numbers of units at 
reasonable prices (just under 
$7M to just over $8M). The 
problem is that those numbers 
could change depending on 
how much money Miller gets 
for the piece of land that the 
conservancy covets. 

Back in 2007-2008, when the 
town put out the first RFP for 
the 12.5 acres, Town Meeting 
said they wanted a bid of at 
least $7M. If Miller doesn’t get 
the money he feels the piece 
of land the conservancy wants 
(1.1 acres) is worth, none of 
his bids may qualify. That 
would mean he’d be out of 
luck. 


Who’s going to win 


All three bidders have the 
same chance. Currently, 
they’re all being evaluated by 
the town’s professional con- 
sultants. 

Although the audience at 


the meeting where the Land 


Trust-.made ‘its.offer gaye 
them a huge ovation, it does- 

n’t mean they’re the favorites 
or that they’re going to win 
the bid. It simply means 
there’s a very vocal minority 
that supports preserving the 
open space completely. 
Whether the majority agrees 
won’t be known until Spring 
Town Meeting in late 
April/early May. 

Even if the selectmen rec- 
ommend the Helios bid or the 
Five Points bid, Town Meeting 
has the final say. They could 
make it known that they favor 
no development and ask the 
board to go back and negoti- 
ate with the Land Trust. 
Consequently, the board could 
recommend the Land Trust 
bid and Town Meeting could 
reject that and say they prefer 
another bid for whatever rea- 
son (more property taxes to 
help the budget, money for 
affordable housing, etc.). 

The town knows where the 
farm stands. They support the 
Land Trust bid. Some resi- 
dents have submitted letters 
stating that they favor getting 
as much money as possible. 
So, the board knows where 
they stand. It’s everyone else 
who'll end up deciding what 


happens. It’s just impossible’ 


to figure out where they stand 
right now. 

Since the initial bids are 
basically similar (from $6.7M 
to $8.1M), the question Town 
Meeting members have to ask 
is two-fold: can the farm suc- 
ceed with development on the 
adjacent land, and if so, what 
kind of development. 

Thankfully, members have 
two months to gather all the 
necessary information and 
will also be able to hear the 
selectmen’s recommendation 
and reasoning.
